It is well known to everybody 
who has dealings with those two departments, that 
the Secretaries nam2d have not the time to give 
proper consideration to many important matters 
that are brought to their attention daily. At no 
time will the need of an assistant secretary of the 
Navy be more urgently felt than during the coming 
year, when the head of the Department will have 
his, already multifarious, duties doubled by the 
work connected with the rehabilitation of the Navy.

consider the fact that the Secretary of State and 
the Postmaster General have three assistants each; 
the Secretaries of the Treasury and the Interior and 
the Attorney General two each. 








One of the busiest, as well as one of the most 
anxious men in Washington, is Captain Sicarp of the 
Naval Ordnance Bureau: busy with the duties of the 
important bureau under his charge; anxious be- 
cause in the face of so much criticism of the ord- 
nance methods sanctioned by his authority the fail- 
ure, even though but a partial one, of a gun turned 
out by the Washington ordnance yard, would be 
held up as a condemnation of the system adopted 
Whilo affecting entire confidence in the result, it is 
known that much solicitude is felt as to the success 
of the guns lately sent to the proving ground at 
Annapolis. Of course it is earnestly hoped that our 
guns will come through all reasonable trials with 
safety and credit, but no one will be surprised if 
with English metal, English proportions, and Eng- 
lish methods, English experience should be du- 
plicated. It is not to be presumed that merely 
assembling the different parts of a gun on American 
soil is going to confer that American superiority 
which is claimed, and often justly, for everything 
produced under the wgis of the American eagle. 
The wisest position, then, for the well-wishers of our 
nivy to take, in respect to ordnance, is that our 
guns are at least as good as those of other nations, 
while they wait patiently for proof of their supe- 
riority, which, it is submitted, has not been demon- 
strated. 








THaT even Congress‘onal engrossing clerks are not 
infallible will be made painfully manifest to the 
official in the Treasury Department charged with the 
duty of construing the various portions ot the naval 
appropriation bill, recently enacted into law. What 
will be the outcome of the following paragraph re- 
mains to beseen: ‘*Contingent, marine corps 
furniture for Government horses and repair of same.” 
The word intended is, of course, houses. This funny 
error of a word 1n so important a matter as a law 
of Congress, is, however, more than paralleled in so 
solemn visaged a volume as the ‘*U. S. Navy Reg- 
ulations” for 1876, which reproduces the experience 
of the ‘* breeches bible.” On page 110, paragraph 
14, will be found the following as among the duties 
of the first lieutenant. ‘In all officers’ 
messes, the aids, or executive officer shall, 
as the officer charged with the police of the ship, 
have the power to interfere at any time to prevent 
disorder or unrestrained breeches of decorum.” It 
is said that during the compilation of this ‘* blue 
book,” the above error was noted, and marked 
more than once, but the printer, having no doubt 
his own ideas as to naval uniform, and realizing the 
importance to an officer of having his ‘‘ breeches” 
restrained, succeeded, in eluding the proof-reader, 
and breeches it has remained eversince. Verily 
the printer is mighty and shall prevail. 








A HITCH has occurred between the Secretary of 
War and the Lieutenant General of the Army over the 
appointment, as regimental adjutants and quarter- 
masters, of lieutenants of artillery who are serving 
atour with light batteries. When the order was 
first issued, limiting the term of service of the regi- 
mental staff to four years, some of the artillery 
commanders made inquiry of the Department as to 
whether or not lieutenants serving a tour of light 





battery service were eligible for appointment to the 
staff positions. The Lieutenant General directed 
the colonels to go ahead aud make their nomina- 
tions, and he would then announce bis decision. 
Several light battery lieutenants were nominated 
and, after some delay, their appointments were ap- 
proved by the Lieutenant General. Since the Sec- 
retary of War's return to Washington he has re- 
voked all of these appointments, leaving severa! of the 
artillery regiments temporarily without staff officers. 
Here the matter stands, and will so remain until the 
Lientenant General returns to Washington, when 
some brisk correspondence between the Secretary, 
Lieutenant General and some of the artillery com- 
manders may be looked for. It is expected that the 
four year rule will be applied to four officers of the 
Pay Department, who have been at their present 
Stations several months beyond the allotted time, as 
soon as the new mileage fund becomes available. 








THE officers of our Army are subjected to unu- 
sual inconveniences in the matter of fire insurance, 
as they are controlled by conditions which do not 
apply to ordinary householders for whose benefit 
imsurance companies are organized. An officer who 
insures his furniture may be compelled at any 
moment to vitiate that insurance by removing his 
household effects to another building at the same 
post, if notto another station, or to store them in 
charge of the quartermaster's department while 
seeking a new residence. The officers at Fort Leav- 
enworth have endeavored to meet these difficulties 
by organizing the ‘‘ Army Co-operative Fire Insur- 
ance Association.” This is inchargeof an executive 
committee consisting of Lieut. A. K. Arnold, 1st 
Cavalry, as President; Capt. A. MacArthur, Jr., 
13th Infantry, Vice President; Lieut. R. G. Hill, 
20th Infantry, Secretary and Treasurer, and Capt. 
C. A. Woodruff, 2d Artillery, and Lieut. F. G. 
Townsend, 6th Infantry, members. It offers insur- 
ances in sums of $400, $800, $1,200, $1,600, and 
$2,000 at the rate of 37} cents per hundred. The 
policies cover the property, so long as it is so sit- 
uated as to be presumably under the protection of the 
troops of the United States. Whenever it goes be- 
yond this protection the pro rata provortion of the 
assessment'will be returned. The curreat expenses 
are provided for by an entrance fee of $1.50, the 
members being assessed per capita; in case the ex- 
penses should exceed this computation assessments 
of loss areto be made by a board of three officers 
selected by the losar. The charge of 87} conts per 
hundred is the maximum amount and where this 
fails to provide a sum sufficient to meet a loss, the 
pro rata eduction is made in the amount paid on 
such loss. The number of members belonging to 
this association on March 1 was 33, the association 
hav'ng been organized on Feb. 7. The expenses 
thus far, which include extraordinary outiays for or- 
ganization, have not exceeded the aggregate of the 
admission fees of $1.50 per capita. It is believed 
that the expense account can in future be kept with 
an assessment of 40 cents percapita. From reports 
received from over 600 officers, stating their losses 
since entering the Service, some of them covering 
a period of 30 years, it is found that the average 
per capita lost per year has been $1.33, ranging from 
a maximum of $5 to a minimum of a few cents. The 
association does not propose to take msks in cities 
where insurance is more readily obtainable. We 
commend the organization to the attention of offi- 


cers.

RECENT DEATHS, 


Tue sad news of the accidental drowning of Pay 
Clerk Albert T. Cowie, on Feb. 24at Port de Spain, 
Island of Trinidad, was received on Monday last ac 
ihe Navy Department, and also by Uol. Cowie, the 
father of the unfortunate young man. Young Cowie 
was clerk to his brother, Assistant Paymaster ‘Thos, 
J. Cowie, U. 8. N., of the training ship Saratoga, 
Comdr. C. H. Davis, commanding. One other 
brother is still in the naval service, P. A. Engr. Geo, 
Cowie, Jr., at present attached to the Coast Survey 
steamer Blake, Key West, Fila. Still another mem- 
ber of this family was Enssign James W. Cowie, U. 
8. N., who was lost on board the ill-fated Oneida, in 
Yokobama Bay, Japan, Jan. 24, 1870. Much sym- 
pathy is felt for Col. Cowie, who is well known in 
Washington, over this recent affliction. 


CapTatn Frank Reyrno tps, U. 8. Army, retired, 
an efficient medical officer, during and since the war, 
died at Oakland, Cal., March 4. He was born in Ire- 
land, and joined the 88th New York Volunteers in 
September, 1861, as surgeon, serving in that capac- 
ity until August, 1863, when mustered out. He Was 
then appointed assistant surgeon of U. 8S. Volun- 
teers, resigned in September, 1864, reappointed sur- 
geon of U.S. Veteran Infantry in March, 1865, mus- 
tered out March, 1866, appointed assistant surgeon 
U. S. Army November 16, 1868, and retired June 28, 
1878, on account of disability incurred in the line of 
duty. He received the brevet of lieutenant colonel 
of volunteers for faithful and meritorious services, 


Joun RoBeERTson, Adjutant-Gereral of Michigan, 
died at Detroit, March 19, aged 73. He was bera in 
Scotiand. and while yet a boy-showed a penchant 
fora military life. Being disappointed in getting 
a position he came to America, where be made bis 
way to the nearest reeruiting station and enlisted in 
the Regular Army. and he served seven years. 
When his term of service was out his regiment was 
stationed in Detroit, aud there be engaged in the 
commission business. In 1861, at the opeving of the 
War of the Rebellion, Gov. Blair commissioned him 
Adjutant-General of the State, a position he held 
uuder every Administration since. During the war 
he was indefatigable in aiding the raising and equip- 
piog of troops. and in Lis constant solicitude for 
their welfare while in the fleld, often visiting them 
to ascertain their condition and wants. For years 
after the close of the war be was engaged in collect- 
ing and compiling all available statistics that in any 
way illustraced the achievements of the troops and 
that would perpetuate the State's history 1n counec- 
tion with the great Rebellion. He leaves five daugh- 
ters and one sop, one daugbter being the wife of Com- 
mander Charles S. Cotton, U. 8. N. 


GrorGe GARRETT SICKLEs, the father of Major- 
General D. E. Sickles, U. 8S. A., died athis home in 
New Roohelle, March 17, in the 87th year of his age. 
Mr. Sickles was born in New Yurk, Sept. 29, 1800, 
and in J830 was admitted to the bar. Froin 1840 to 
1860 he enjoyed a taige legal practice. With the firing 
on Sumter Mr. Sickles became a warm supporter of 
the Union cause, and he assisted bis son, Gen. Sickles, 
in raising the Excelsior Brigade. Mr. Sickles’s first 
wife was Miss Susan Marsh, who died in 1876, and on 
Dec. 21, 1881, Mr. Sickles, then past 81 yeurs of age, 
again married, Mr. Sichles was the owner of a great 
amount of real estate. He was one of the founders 
of Kave Lodge F. and A. M., a member of the Amer. 
ican Institute from its organization, and of the Tam- 
many Society, and adirector of the Nassau Bank, of 
New York. The funeral took place on Sunday and 
was largely attended. 


Mrs. WASHBURNE, wife of the Hon. EF. B. Wash- 
burne, who died at Chicago, March 18, was the 
daughter of Col. Henry Gratiot, one of the oldest 
and most distinguished pioueers of tne Fevre River 
lead mines, who died at Baltimore, Md., in 1836, and 
the niece of Gen. Charles Gratiot, Chief Engiweer of 
the U. 8. A.. and also niece of Pierre Chouteau, Jr., 
of St. Louis, long manager of the American Fur 
Company. Mrs ashburpe was also allied to the 
principal French families of St. Louis. Mrs. Wash- 
burne was with her busbanod in bis 16 years of dis- 
tinguished service in Congress and for eight years 
while he was Minister to France. 


PrerrRE Soirp0R MILo®#, one of the First Napo- 
leon’s soldiers, died ut Pkiladelphia, March 16. Tie 
was born in Nice, Nov. 16, 1787. An o'd yellow cer- 
tificate, written in French, to which is attached a 
faded red band and an enamelied Maltese cross, con- 
tains a record of his services and promotions in the 
French Army. in 18l9 Milon came to this country 
and became quite intimate with General Winfield 
Scott. In 1859 he settled in Philadelphia and married 
for the second time. It is said that the deveased was 
one of four men out of a regimeut numbering 3,000 
who survived the march to Moscow during the Kus- 
sian campaiga. 

Mason Parpy, who died last week in England. 
agei 92, was one of the very few survivors of the 
commissioned officers of tbe Peninsular war. As a 
Lieutenant he belped to build the famous rope 
bridge at Alcantara over the mined spans of Trajan's 
structure by which Lord Hill crossed the Tagus and 
joined Wellington.

Captain Ingalls gives the following data relating 
to the construction of the range table: Diameter of 
bore, 40 centimetres = 15.7483 inches; weight of pro- 
jectile, 920 kilograms = 2028.23 pounds; muzzle ve- 
lovity, 550 millimetres = 1504.5 foot seconds. He 
says: “The range table was computed by means of 
the formulas and tables iu use at the U. 8. Artillery 
School. and the results agree with those deduced 
from the experimental firiog at Meppen. In mak- 
ing the calculations the coefficient of reduction (C) 
was taken at 0.9192. It will be seen that the total 
or “smashing” energy of the projectile at 10,000 
yards (5.6 miles) is 18,688 foot tons, or 2.000 foot tous, 
more than the muzzie energy of our new 12 inch 
bre2ch loading rifle. The maximum elevation that 
ean be given tothe gun is 18 degrees, and the cor 
responding range is 12,715 yards, or about 74 miles, 
and the striking velocity 1082 f.s. At 3,000 yards 
the projectile can penetrate 30 inches of wrought 
iron.” : 

PAYMASTER’S CLERKS OFFICERS. 

In the case of Geo. E. Hendee v. the Umted 
States, the Court of (laims decides as a conclusion 
of law, that the claimant is entitled to credit for tle 
time he served as paymaster’s clerk, and to jude- 
ment for $8,178.01. The question raised was whether 
or not a paymaster’s clerk 1s an officer of the Navy 
within the mearing of the Act of March 3, 1883, giv- 
ing officers of the Navy credit for the actual time 
served as officers or enlisted men. The Court quotes 
and interprets the cases of Germaine (99 U. S., 508,) 
and Reed (100 U.8., 13,) showing the distinction made 
between the strict construction of a penal statute in 
favor of the accused and the more liberal conustruc- 
tion of a statute intended to confer benefits, such as 
that under consideration. It says: 

* These opinions strongly imply that there may be 
persons in the employment of the Government who 
from the tenure of service, nature of employment 
and duties may be known and styled as officers for 
s0Me purposes and ip some convection, though not 
technically se by appointment under the provisions 
of the Constitution. 

“We find in the Navy a class of officers called 
pty officers,’ recognized assuch by the statutes 
(Rev. Stats., 1410), but withbour any statute provision 
as to how they sbail be appointed. By the regula- 
tions they are appointed by er with the approval of 
the commander of the vessel on which they are em. 
ployed. We hardly thnk any one would doubt 
that such officers are entitied to the benefits of the 
acts We are now considering 

“The same section of the Revised Statutes ($1410) 
which defines who are petty officers, also most clearly 
classes clerks as officers not holding commissiuns or 
warrants, and not entitled to them, but still officers 
ot the Navy. It provides that *allofficers not hold 
ing commissions or warrants. or who are not entitled 
tothem, except . . . and except secretarnes end 
clerks, sball be deemed petty officers.” . . . 

“If we consider tue appointment, nature of ser- 
vice and duties, we find that paymasters’ clerks are 
regulurly appointed by and with the approval otf 
supenor officers (Navy Regulations of 1876, sec. 3, 

ar. 9, p. 95), that they receive annual salaries fixed 

Y¥ statute (R. S., sec. 1056), take an outh, bave con 
tinuing and permanent duties uotil discharged by 
the same power that appoints them, and otherwise 
come within the idea implied by the term officers as 
Geeeribed by Mr. Justice Miler in the Germaine 

‘ase, 

“In the Navy Raguinties. of which we take judi- 
cial notice, those of 1865, clerks were expressly enu- 
mersted under the title of * Line and staff officers 
with their relative rank,” and in rank were classed 
with midshipmen (Art. 2, pars. 5,22). In the more 
recent reculations of 1876 they seem to have no 
Classificaiion. But in seversl orders and official 
papers of the Sevreta y of the Navy they are re- 
ferred to and treated as officers. In two orders set 
out in the findings they are expressly s) designatec, 
and by letter from the Secretary to the Fourth 
Auditor under date of February 9, 1882 (Findivg ILI.) 
they are held subject to the provisions of Kevisea 
Statutes, section 4808, which are a3 follows: 

**“Sec. 4808. The Secretary of the Navy shall deduct 
from the pay due each officer, seaman, and mariue 
in the Navy, ut the rate of twenty cents r wontb 
for each person, to be applied to the fund for Navy 
hospitals.’ 

“If they are subject to this tax it is because they 
are held to be officers of the Navy; and if they are 
80 beld for the purpose of taxation for the support 
ot Navy hospitals, they ought to be so held for the 
Purpose of receiving benefits under the longevity 
statute whicb confers such benefits upon ‘all officers 
of the Navy."* 

The case of /n re Bogart, tried in the Circuit Court, 
District uf California, Judge Sawyer is quoted. In 
iis conclusion Judge Sawyer said of a paymaster’s 

erk: 

He was an officer of the same class as the paymaster him- 
self, the surgeon, engineer, etc., viz.: a otficer ; and he 
yet ve idshipaen, who are line officers. (3 Sawyer 

. R., 407. 














The Court of Claims says in conclusion: “Iv our 
opinion tbe benefits allowed by the act of 1883 to 
officers of the Navy apply not only to those who are 
strictly and technically such by appointment as 
provided by the Constitution, but to all who are 
called, recognized, or treated as such by thestatutes, 
the regulations, or the practice of the Navy Depart- 
ment, and that paymaster’s clerks are among the 
latter class.”’ 








NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


Just as the Ocean Yacht rave for $20,000 is direct- 
ing general attention to Captain 8S. Samuels, who sails the 
Deuntless, appears the Captain's autobiography, “ From the 
Forecastle to the Cabin,” an illustrated volume publi-bed by 
Harper Bros. It proves that the skill of Capt. Samuels as a 
raconteur equals his capacity as a sailor, and that, all wil! 
agree, is sufficient proot of its interest. There is not a dull 
line in it, und it is cortainly a collection of most remarkable 
experiences, most enterta'ningly described. There is a com- 
pleteness about some of the Captain’s stories which would, if 
they were fiction. raise the question whether they were not 
so: ewhat overdrawn for the true artistic effect which re- 
getees thatthey should be kept within the probabilities. 

or example, he tells of a Swedish sailor who joined him in 
rescuing an imprisoncd beauty from the harem of the 
Pasha of the Turkish Army, their symfathies having been 
appealed to by a note dro at their ieet from her window 
overlooking the street. course a marriage must foliow® 
and the captive fell to the lot of the Swede. Samuels had one 
wife already, fortunately for his peace cf mind, for the 
Swede discovered in the uty one whom he had mourned 
for years. A flaxen haired girl of his early love removed from 
Sweden to Moscow witb her family; there ber marvellous 
beauty attracted universal attention,but ehe yielded to none. 
Finally ber father became a grin exporter at Alexandria 
and his daughter accompanied him in the frequent — 
neys into the interior of Egypt which his usi- 
ness required. During one of inese excursions their 
caravan was assaulted by Arabs. The men were slaught- 
ered and robbed, and the women were <lisposed of amiong 
the chiets. The daughter fell to one who sold her into the 
hurem, whence she was rescue ! by her boy lover. The most 
skilled narrator could not tll this story better than does 
Captain Samuels; indeed, his autobiography as a whole, 
teuds to show. as d.d that of Genera! Grant, that the straight- 
forward narration of actuul experiences makes a style of its 
own which the exnert in literature cannot improve upon. 
Sinbad the Sailor and Robinson Crusoe gain nothing in in- 
terest by comparison w'th this work. A man who was thrice 
swept overboard io a stor n and each time rescved unburt; 
who has as many lives as a cat and has put each one in 
jeopardy in some marvellous experience; who has a thorough 
appreciation of the humors as weil as the horrors of the 
seu, could not well fail to make an interesting poy he 
told simply and clearly what be bas experienced, as Captain 
Samuels bas done. L ke all oid salts he mourns the deca- 
dence in his profession, and has some sharp words “ for the 
benefit of our Wushirgton law-makers who look witb indif- 
ference upon the lossof our navy and the brave men who 
played such a prominent part oa the seas in 1776-1812, 
1861-65." Captai 8. says, in concluding his volume: “ But 
tor these heroes, whose nursery was our mercantiJe marine, 
this nation of freemen and free government would not now 
be in existence. Through this indifference our nival power 
has sunk below that of the smallest nation on the globe.” 

“ The loudest clamors for free ships are from those who 
never raised their arms in battle for our country. No sailor 
who loves bis countrv and flag will encourage an enemy who 
took such me wn advantage in our struggle tor life as to al- 
low treebooters to leave his harbors and prey upon our de- 
fenceless shipping. The destruction of our commerce 
through her treachery bas given England supremacy on the 
seas. Fie upon the coward who says we can’t build ships 
equa! to bers, and asks for permission to buy her ships.” 


We bave two more volumes of that excellent 
series now in course of publication by Messrs. Geo. 
P. Putnam’s Sons entitled “The Story of the Nations.” 
rhe first is**The Story of the Normans,” told chiefly im re- 
lation to their conquest of England. by Sarah Orve Jewett; 
the second is * The Story of Persia,” by 8. G. W. Benjamin, 
lately United States Minister to Persia. Mr. Benjamin has 
peculiar qualifications for bis work, nut only because of his 
residence in Persia as the official representative of the Uni- 
ted States, but because of a previous familianty with the 
Orient which led to bis appointment as Minister to Persia. 
This acquaint nce hasresulited in a higher and, as Mr. Ben- 
jamin thinks, a more just estimate of the character of Orien- 
tals than many European writers bave conceced to them. 
Some portione of Persian history have never recei: ed full jus- 
tice from Christian historians and it is to these that Mr. Ben- 
jumin devotes attentior as well as to the ~ ny / iy = of 
rersian history preceding the commencement of the Greek 
annals. “No nation,” says Mr. Benjamin “has more attractiv:- 
legends than Persia. and to judge from them we cannot 
avoid the cor clusion that nu nation now existing bas such a 
continuous vitality as the old land of Cyrus aud Xerxes.” 
The vclume by Miss Jewett has less originality, being simply 
a restatement in an interesting narrative of the well-known 
tacts of Norman history from the days of “Rolf the Ganger” 
first duke of the Normans, 911 927, to the death of William 
the Conqueror, 1047, from which time Norman influence is 
to be traced in the history of Kugland and of France and of 
the Low Countries. 

W. H. Morrison, Washington, has published an 
abridgment of Military Law by Lieut.-Col. W. Winthrop, 
Deputy J. A. General, U. 8. A., Protessor of Law, U. 8. Mili- 
tary Academy It is a work pepe for the use of the 
eadets of the First Class of the Military Academy as the 
text book in place of the work of Lieut. Ives. As such, it was 
adopted 1G upanimoi s vote of the Academic Board, was 
approved by the Secretry of War, and 1s now being studied 
ny the First Class in the law course of the Academy. As the 
author of the Annotated Dizest of Opinions of the Ju - 
Advocate General and the recently published work on i- 
tary Law, Col. Wintbrop hada previeus experience which 
fitted him in an eminent degree to undertake this work. It 
presents first the * military law proper,” next the “law ot 
war,” and finally cuasiders the civil functions and relations 
of the military. In an appendix are given the Articles of 
War and variousforms. Itisa very handy volume, neatiy 
bound in red leather, and furnishes a vade mecum “ur the 
Army officer as well as for the cadets of the Academy, 


Messrs. Houghton, Miffllo and Co., of Boston and 
New York, publish the thirty-first «dition of that admirable 
story “ The Fair God, or the Lastof the ’Tzins;” a tale of the 
conquest of Mex‘co, by Lew Wallace, whose reputation as 
one of the volunteer soldiers of the war is well known to the 
Army. Those should now read it who never read before and 
tbose who read before now read the more. It is unquestion- 
ably one of the best stories of this kind that has ever issued 
from the American press, and though quite different from 
the current studies of character to which American fictitious 
literature tends it is in its way not less interesting and char- 
acteristic.

Connor, Co. F, 24th Infantry, for allowing himself and 
uard to be disarmed by train robbers while eo route from 
‘ort Elliott to Fort Leaveaworth while in cherge of a mili- 
tary prisoner. Sentence “to make 200d to the O0.S. $26, being 
the money value of two Colts piitols,the property of the 
U. S.. for which Lieut. A. A. Augur, 24th Inf., is responsible, 
by such monthly stoppage of his current pay not to exceed 
oue-hall of bis pay per month, as will reimburse the Govern- 
ment for the loss, and in addition to be reduced to the ranks 
as a private soldier. and then to be dighonorabiy discharged 
the service of the U 8. with lossof all pay and allowances 
pow due or to become due. and to be confined ia such mili- . 
tary prison as the proper authority may designate for two 
ears.”” In his remarks on the case, Brig.-Gen. Willcox says: 
*So much of the sentence as relates to stoppage of pay is 
disanproved, being inconsistent with the findings on the 
second charge aad specification. The remainder of the 
sentence is approved and will be duly executed, The 
Leavenworth Military Prison is designated as the place of 
confinement. The prisoner being now in the hands of civil 
authority awaiting trial on a charge of murder. the confine- 
ment awarded “ae e —— will take effect when be again 
comes under military control.’ 

Before the same court was tried Sergt. William Rose, Co. 
F, 24th Inf.. on the following charge: * Did, «bile tirst ser- 
geant, permit a meeting of enlisted men to be held in the 
company barracks and did participate in such meeting, said 
meeting being held for the purpose of denouncing the con- 
duct of a sergeant of the company and others in the Mili- 
tary Service ; knowing that a meeting was to be beld in bis 
company for a purpose forbidden by the Rerulations, did 
fail to report the tact tothe proper authority; and did in 
violation of Army Regulations cause to have sent and pub- 
lished in various newspapers resolutions condemning the 
action of a sergeant and party in allowing himeelf and 
party through cowardice to be disarmed by highwaymen 
and permitting the said highwaymen to rob the train or.

Tae Eber, a new vessel to replace the gunboat Al- 
batross, bas been launched at Kiel. 

THE torpedo flotilla is to be concentrated at Tou- 
lon in the beginning of April, the torpedo boats 
from the Northern ports having already started for 
the Mediterranean. 

One of the mysteries of the sea is the disappear- 
ance of the Japanese man-of-war, the Unebi-Kan. 
She and her crew of 200 men have totally disap- 
peared without leaving a trace. 





Tue Constellation has been ordered to Norfolk, 
where she will be placed in dry dock. Her bottom 
1s to be cleaned and painted preparatory to the sum- 
mer practice cruise of the naval cadets. 

itis believed at the Navy Department that the 
new steel cruiser Cbicago can be finished complete 
for sea (excepting the battery) for $46,000 less than 
the estimates of the advisory board, the Atlanta for 
$18.000 less and the Boston $15,000 le:s. These figures 
include also the extra patent app iances put on 
board, such as ice macbines and “separators” to 
keep the boilers from foaming. This is as near 
correct as belief without careful calculation can 
make it. 

Tue Freneb Evolutionary Squadroa are continu- 
ing their experiments witb torpedoes. Future 
speed trials of English men of war are to be for 24 
bou!s with all weights aboard, in addition to the 
present trials with reduced weights. Accordiog to 
the “Temps” (Paris), the sea going torpedo boats 
Deronléde and Balny recently attempted a night 
surprise. Thanks, bowever, to the Bullivant nets, 
the Colbert, which was iu most danger, escaped, and 
the value of the attack wus estimated ut 1, the maxi- 
mum being 5. 

A DISPATCH dated Tangier, March 18, rays: The 
Cnited States steamship Quinnebaugh has arrived 
here, and has exchanged salutes with the city forts 
in celebration of the installation of the new Ameri- 
ean consul, Mr. Lewis. Mr. Lewis will thoroughly 
investigate the charges as to abuses of the protege 
system of protection from penalties for the viola- 
tion of the local law. and will officially notify the 
Sultan of the abandonment by the United States of 
the claim of right to protect natives.” 

THE first of the fifty French torpedo boats since 
1886 in course of construction wus successfully 
luunched at Toulon on Jan. 21. It is numbered 99, 
and has a length of 35, a breadth of 3.35, and depth 
2.5 metres. With ful! coal bunkers, full equipment, 
and four fish torpedoes it has a displacemeut of 54 
tons. Two torpedoes are in the launching tubes, 
which ure fixed 40 centimetres higher than in the 
boats of older types... These new torpedo boats are 
said to attain, duringa period of three hours, a speed 
of 20 knots an hour in a calm sea. 

THE Umbria, one of the three Cunard steamers 
which the British Admiralty have taken up to act 
as armed cruisers in case of war, is now being fitted 
with platforms on her turtle back fore and aft. so 
that, while continuing in the regular course of her 
trade, she can be at once fitted with guns should au 
emergency arrive. This action of the government 
has been very generally commended, as for a very 
moderate sum per annum as fee they are assured of 
the services of the fastest steamers in the British 
mervantile marine, should necessity require them.— 
Liverpool Mercury. 

THE America, ex-National-Line, and now an Ital- 
ian armed cruiser, left Liverpool, Eagiand, March 3, 
for Spezzia, to be converted intoa full-tledged war 
vessel. Sneis well rid of. The America 1s in charge 
of Comdr. Morin, of the Italian soyal Navy, and 
took fro:n Liverpool a quantity of war material, in- 
cluding guns, guo-carriages, batteries. ete. A great 
deal of interest has been manifested in the fitting of 
the vessel by the [talian residents of Liverpool. On 
the day of departure a number of promioent [tal- 
ians accompanied the vessel down the river in atug- 
boat, aud exhibited a great amount of enthusiasm 
as the vessel left the Mersey.—Nautical Gazette. 


Tue United States Fish Commission stea'ver Alba- 
tross, Lieutenant Comdr. Z. L. Tanner, arrived at 
Norfolk, Va., March 21, from a cruise in Chesapeake 
Bay. with Professor Baird on bourd. The Albatross 
will leave soon fora bydrographic cruise in tbe Ba- 
bama group, surveyirg the various channels among 
these islands. After completing that work, which 
1s to correct the British Admiru!ty sailing charts, the 
ship will go to the Gulf of Mexico. be hydro- 
evraphic surveys will be under the direction of the 
Navy Department, as were those made in the sea- 
sons of 1883-’84 in the West Indies and Caribbean 
Sea, which resulted in a perfect profile map of the 
bottom of the Caribbean, from the Windward Is- 
lands to the Central American coast and from the 
Greater Antilles to the Spanish main, 

A LONDON despatch of March 23 says: “England 
bas been held upto usasa mudel by the advocates of 
a great American Navy. In the House of Commons 
debate it was shown that much of the money spent 
by Great Britain in this direction has been worse 
than wasted. Itis now officially admitted that the 
whole of the belted cruiser class draw too muvh 
wuter to render their armor belting of much use. 
The Ajax, which Cost £552,000 only a few yeurs ago, 
is now declared on the highest authority to be unfit 
for sea. When vo tbese gross failures in construc- 
tion are added the mismanagement which squand- 
ers tens of thousands in the improper allotm. ot of 
contracts and a kinu of careless supervision which 
comes very near to corruption, one bas «a picture of 
the way things are doue at the British Admiralty, 
which might be studied with advantage by the 


American Congress.”’ 


Capt. E. O. MATTHEWS. commanding the U.S. 8. 
Brooklyn. reports to the Navy Department from 
Singapore, Feb. 1, that the Brooklyn left Bombay. 
India, Dec. 25 and reached Colombo, Ceyton, Dec. 1. 
The Brooklyr. left Colombo on Jun. 5, arriving at the 
British naval station, Trincomalee, on the8th. Capt. 
Matthews reports this station to bave great natural 
advantages, being easily defensible and accessible 
from either side cf the Indiun Peninsula. The 
Brooklyn was coaled from the Naval storehouse, 
but the Captain reports that the coal was the poor- 
est he had ever had on board. The Brooklyn was to 
sail on Feb. 2 for Sarawak, in Borneo. Capt. Mat- 
thews senis an interesting report of the products 
and trade of the Island of Ceylon, where tbe sbip 
stopped at Colombo. The tea introduction bas been 
doing well. The cocoanut oil trade is the mainstay; 
the cinnamon produc: is kept down by an English 
firm that controls the trade, to keep the price up; 
the introduction of coffee growing is considered a 
failure after 60 years of trial; rubber tree planting 
bas not done well; Plumbago and a fine iron ore cau 
be found almost anywhere, and the ravines leading 
down from Mount Adams, supply large quantities 
of sapphires, rubies, cat’s-eyes and Alexandrite, 
which are found by washing aud blasting out the 
fissures. The great pearl fisheries of the Guif of 
Manaar are under government control. 
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* SecRETARY WHITNEY bas under consideration a 
recommendation that several of the Naval vessels 
now oo foreign stations be crdered home.

McCann and Captain F. M. Ramsuy ure appointed 
members of the Board to lecate dry docks author- 
ized by Congress.

This 
shows that there is partiality in the matter of idols 
as wellas otber things: the Treasury Department 
has just stopped at the Custom House a hnge Chinese 
Joss, on the theory that the claim to free admission 
asa statue to be used by religious worship is not well 
founded. 

THE system of making purchases of supplies for 
vessels on foreign stations is abont to undergo im- 
portance modifications. Paymr. General Fulton has 
prepared # general order prescribing a new method 
of purchasing. Proposals will be requested from the 
mest reputable merctants in the port where the ves- 
sel is at ancbor. when supplies are needed and at a 
fixed time will be opened bya board composed of 
the sbip's officers, the chairman of which shall be 
thecommanding officer. This will relieve the pay- 
masters of much of the responsibility beretotore im. 
posed upon them. 

Crvu. ENGINEER A. G. MENOCAL has about com- 
pleted bis plans for rebuilding the shops in the 
Washington Ordnance Yard, and by the time the 
weather changes toatype a trifle wore in keeping 
with the almanac, preparations for the necessary 
labor will be finisbed, Mr. Meoocals interest in 
the Maritime Canal question bas undergone po 
diminution, but rather grows on the opposition and 
apatby munifested by the people of the Great Re 
public. In the meantime, however, the “wily 
Frenchman,” de Lesseps, is digging and blasting, 
and dredging his way across the Isthmus of Panama. 

THE Boston Herald says that one of the most im- 
portant matters to come before the Military Com- 
mittee of the Massachusetts Legislature is the ques- 
tion as to the completion of the Naval records of the 
men who entered the Navy from Massachusetts 
during the rebellion. The sum of $25,000 would com- 
plete and biad in substantial form these records.

THE FATAL NAVAL AUCIDENT. 


A PRIVATE letter gives the particulars of the fatal 
accident at Trinidad toa boatload from the C. 8. S. 
Saratoga. The party left the shipat7 o'clock in the 
morning ina boat coataining as passengersEnsigo Wil- 
son, Al Cowie, Pay Clerk Bishop, of the Jamestow., 
ane Carpenter Burroughs. All went we) oo the 
passage down. Outhe return. with a fresn breeze 
and a lumpy sea runving, at 2.30, while under short 
suil, the boat was vapsized and filled with water. She 
fioated on her side and Mr. Wilson succeeded in get- 
ting eight out of the thirteen men on top of the 
boat with bimeelf. 

Mr. Bishop, who isa splendid man physically and 
an expert ewimmer, took Cowie in tow, and got two 
oars aud a grating for bim and a cushion for himeelf, 
and started for shore two and a balf miles distant. 
Burrougbs got two oars afd also started tor shore, 
as did one of the apprentices, without uny support. 
Chase, the ship writer, also started without any sup- 
port, and was giving up when Burroughs gave bim 
one of bis oars. The three mea, the avothecury, the 
armorer, and the coxswain of one of the vessel's 
boats, sank almost immediately right alongsi le the 
boat, none of them being able to swim, and, acvord- 
ing to the statements of survivors, seemiu,ly losing 
their heads and giviag up. Those on the bout were 
eventually, after about four hours, picked up as 
was Mr. Burroughs. The apprentice swim all the 
way to the beach safely Chasereacbed shore sufely 
after being 1p the water six long bours. 

Bishoo assisted Cowie uoti!l within about balfa 
mile off shore, when a boat came along under sail, 
The people in the boat saw Cowie but not Bisbop. 
and, 19 attempting to run close enough to pick Co- 
wie up, struck Bishop square in the head with the 
fure-foot of the boat, partly stunring him. He 
passed completely under the boat, and. coming up, 
had coasciousuess enough to catch bold of a rope 
traihog overboard, which had been throwa to Cowie, 
and was hauled on board. He came to almost im- 
mediately, and commenced to assist tae boatmen in 
getting the boat around to rescue Cowie. Al}ll 
the time, Bishop said, (Cowie was calling to bim, 
Jamey, Jamey; come quick,” and making other 
sucb exclamatioas. 

The boat was hard to bandle, aud by the time they 
had succeeded in getting to where Cowie was last 
seen, he had disappeared; why, no one van koow. 
Bishop was with bim for two and a hulf hours, cbeer- 
ing Lim up, telling him to keep his mouth closed, 
that they were all right and wuuld soon be on sbore, 
etc.. and says that up to the time the boat cume 
along he does not believe Cowie had any idea but 
tuat he would react shore all right. 








NEW TORPEDOES. 


TuE British Commons do not take very kindly to 
the suggestion that they should pay $550,000 for the 
Brevoun torpedo, especially as it has been perfected 
atthe cost of the public treasury. The Army and 
Navy Gazette says of another torpedo: “The trial of 
the improved ley torpedo, which took place off 
Brightlingsea recently, cannot be called a success. 
The torpedo was stopped and started several times, 
but no run ofany account was mate, the excuse be- 
ing that the water was too shallow. There was con- 
siderable talk about a 150 Ib. eharge of roburite, and 
the wonderful results which had taken pluce a few 
days previous at a private trial; but this is not likely 
to have much weight with the experts bo were 
present. The germ of many of the controllable tor- 

oes, now being ex mented with, is to be found 
n Col. Lay’sinventivn; but beim provements which 
it was stated had been madein the macbine under 
trial recently, must be more perceptible before bis 
tor ocan compete on equal terms witb some of 
the later specimens we haveseen. fhe reason as- 
signed for the failure was thut the water on the 
course of the torpedo beiag too shallow. the screw 
had become fouled with weeds, and that short cir- 
cuiting had taken place.” 








MAXIM MACHINE GUNS. 


THE recent trial at Enfield of the Maxim machine- 
guns of .45valibre delivered to the Ordnance Ve.- 
partment has exceeded the government reyuire- 
ments. For while these latter were limited toa = 
not exceeding 100 pounds in weight capable of firing 
1,000 rounds in four minutes, the guns taken over by 
the War (Office accomplished, one weighing 
pounds, 1.000 rounds within the four minutes; an- 
other, of the same weight, 1,000 rounds in 8 minutes 
25 seconds, and a third, which weighed only 42 
pourds, discharged 1,000 rounds in1 minute 30 se - 
onds. and continued firing tll it bud expended 2,115 
rounds in 3 minutes and 44sevonds. These uns were 
all exposgd to the sand and rust teats, wbicb in no 
way alfected their efficiency. lo rapidity of fre or 
in facility of directing it otber guns may be made 
possibly to approach this performance. but in its.su- 
preme zoel nee = apeespen ee oom jam- 
wing or miss-fires the Maxim priociple stands pre-

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BIDDING FOR STEEL FOR THE NAVY. 


THE office of the Secretary of the Navy at noon on 
March 22, was the scene of an important transac- 
tion. Bids were there and then opened for furnish- 
ing the Navy with steel forgings for guns and for 
armor plate for the new armored vessels and moni- 
tors. The presentation of these bids marked an 
era in the history of American Naval construction. 
For the first time our Government has given substan- 
tial encogragement to the American steel manufac- 
turer and it is gratifying to find that the manufac 
turers, notwithstanding the great financial risk in- 
volved, have shown themselves willing and ready to 
undertake the enormous task of producing armor 
and gun steel in competition with all the world. 
The amount involved is nearly $5,000,000, calling 
for nearly 7,924 tons of steel. 

There was quite a gathering at the opening of the 
bids by the Secretary of the Navy, who stood at the 
end of a long table and called out the names of the 
bidders and the amount of the bids, as they were 
handed to him by the Judge-Advocate General. The 
names and amount of bids, as called off, were re- 


. 
corded by one of the private secretaries on a large 


tabulated sheet conveniently arranged for the pur 
pose, and roughly jotted down by the steel repre- 
sentatives, Naval officers and members of the press, 
who occupied the comfortable chairs and sofas 
around the large room. Among those present were 
Messrs. James Wharton, President ; Robert Sayre, 
General Manager, and John Fitz, Treasurer, of the 
Bethlehem Iron Works; Messrs. Davenport and 
Olark, of the Midvale Steel Co.; Messrs. Morgan and 
Starkhouse, of the Cambria Iron Works ; Captain 
Sicard, Cuief Constructor Wilson, Commander 
Goodrich, Lieutenants Jaques and Couden.

The contract to be entered into by the accepted 





bidders provides that a suitable “plant” with al! 
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necessary appliances and appurtenances to fulfil- 
tbe contract shall be provided within two and onel 
half years. Inspactors to bs appointed by the 
Secretary of the Navy shall have free access at all 
times to said plant during its preparation, and shall 
be furnished with full information respecting the 
character and progress of the work. ‘The advertise 
ment of August 21, 1886, the circular with drawings 
of Feb. 12, 1887, the addenda thereto of March 11, 
1887, are toform part of the contract. Ohanges 
may be made by mutual consent and the change in 
the compensation resulting therefrom fixed by a 
board of naval officers. 

Reasonable consideration in the event of unavoid- 
able delay shall be extended to the contractors at 
the discretion of the Secretary, who shall also deter- 
mine any question which may arise under the clause 
concerning premiums. He may also declare the 
contract forfeited, if he shall finally conclude that 
the contractors are unable to go on with it, and 
recover on the bond damages for default. The 
United States is to be protected against patent 
claims. The transfer of the contract shall cause its 
annulment and ‘‘no member of or delegate to Con- 
gress, officer of the Navy, or any person holding 
any office or appointment under the Navy Depart- 
ment shall be admitted to any share or part of this 
contract” this stipulation to be waived, so far as 
Congressmen are concerned, in the case of an in- 
corporated company. A reserve of ten per cent. 
shall be made on payments until the aggregate 
reaches $100,000. Finally the Secretary is made 
the sole judge as to the meaning of anything in the 
Circular, Addenda or contract, and sole arbiter as to 
discrepancies between them. If this is satisfactory 
to the contractors it certainly should ba to the Navy 
Department. The Bethlehem Iron Oo. is, as the 
Secretary says, ‘‘one of the very largest and best of 
our steel works.” They have control of large 
deposits of ore, including a valuable mine of Besse- 
mer ore ia the Island ot Cuba, the proprietorship of 
which they divide with ano‘her:company. We have 
been for some time aware that they were putting 
themselves into a position to take a hand in the 
contracts with the Navy Department but were not 
aware of the extent to which their preparations 
had gone, as shown by their letter above quoted. 
Secretary Whitney in his statement furnished to the 
press, says: 

There are only two bidders to proiuce the armor, but one 
bid is as good as fifty. Itis from as good a company as there 
is in the United States and the prices named are very low, 
It 1s of very little consequence now that tne Fortifications 
bill failed in the last Congress. The first thing needed for 
fortitications and the Navy isa plant to make armor and gup 
steel. It takes two and a half years to erect it; it costsa 
counle of million. The result o! this bidding secures it. It 
occurred to me last July that{ instead of contracting out our 
new armored ships in the usual way—the contractor Sto 
buy the armor—{in which case it would all have been pur- 
chased alroad—I would put together the armor for all of 
them and all the gun steel required for their armament and 
see if that would not induce a responsible party to under- 
take the work in this country. It has resulted all right and 
the best of all is thatthe prices are not above what a con- 


tractor would have had to 
abroad and Jaid down here

BOULANGER AND THE FRENCH ARMY. 


THE completion on the 7th of January, 1887, of 
General BouLANGER’s first year of service as French 
Minister of War was made the occasion of a review 
of his administration by the Deutsche Heeres Zeit- 
ung, a representative of those German soldiers who 
are watching with such keen interest the progress 
of France in military science under this ambitious 
and aggressive soldier. Our contemporary shows 
that the most radical measures have been so impul- 
sively introduced that the French Army will fora 
time be thrown into confusion. Unless, however, a 
new Minister of War should arise to set aside Gen- 
eral BOULANGER’s programme these changes will 
gradually be incorporated, and then the French 
Army will be more efficient than ever and more dan- 

serous to its enemies. This view of the case would 

further indicate that the German military pro- 
gramme was to force conclasions with France while 
her army was partially paralyzed by the work of re- 
organization, in case the Reichstag refused its con- 
sent to the Septennate. 

Many of BovuLanger’s reforms in organization 
and in professional details have been readily ace 
complished, but the difficulties confronting others 
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have been insurmountable. His chief object has 
been to coacentrate the largest possible force near 
the German frontier to be ready for prompt action 
in the event of mobilization. After the Fall ma 
neuvres troops, especially cavalry and chasseurs, 
were transferred from the interior to the eastern 
provinces of France, and all the available strength 
of the colonies was drawn to strengthen this force. 
The most important measure was rejected; this was 
to create forty regiments of chasseurs and make the 
total effective French Army 545,000 men, an in- 
crease of 74,000. The War Minister has sought to 
create an independent colonial army, so that a 
mobilization of the European Army might not be 
subject to delay, and finally he actually proposed 
mobilizing an army corps to demonstrate the effi- 
ciency of his methods. A preliminary calculation 
revealed the fact that such a mobilization would 
cost about seven millions of francs, and as the atti- 
tude of Germany gave no occasion for it, the pro- 
ject was abandoned simply because there was no 
money to expend on experiments. 

The Army inspection was introduced and two or 
three corps were thus subordinated to one chief in- 
spection. The War Department was reorganized 
and the seven special directors of bureaus were re- 
placed by two general directors; this might have 
been explained on the ground of economy, but its 
sole object was to enhance the power of the minis 
ter. One of the most important regulations pro- 
vides fur the organization of 42 fortress battalions 
out of the fourth battalion of tbe infantry regi- 
ments which are detailed to garrison the forts and 
other detensive works. The fortress staff hitherto 
unknown in France was organized and governors 
and commandants were detailed, so that in the 
event of a mobilization, the War Department would 
find itself much better prepared from the start. 
Recruiting by districts for separate corps has been 
substituted for general recruiting. This is attended 
with inconvenience, because of the difference in the 
recruiting possibilities of different sections; it will 
be easy to find recruits for the lst Army Corps in 
the vicinity of Calais, but exceedingly difficult for 
the 2d Corps to recruit in Oise, Somme, Aisne, and 
Seine. 

A year ago, March 1, 1886, the Comités d’Armes, 
composed of the senior officers who took cognizance 
of questions of promotion, organization, and pro- 
fessional science, were dissolved, and their duties 
assumed by the Minister, with the exception of the 
scientific details, which were transferred to the 
‘** Sommissaires Consullaires,” composed of younger 
officers. The gendarmerie and revenue patrols were 
organized for service in the event of war, the 
former furnishing 34 battalion commanders, 17 
captains, 358 lieutenants, ani about 15,000 men. 


The Minister has also introduced a number of minor 


changes, such as adopting a new cartridge-box in 
place of the old pattern, establishing carrier pigeon 
stations in frontier forts, detached posts, and in the 
interior of France, reorganizing the balloon detach- 
ment, and introducing bicycles and tricycles for 
courier service. He has advocated the adoption of 
the recently invented mellinite shells and Brisanz 
projectiles, and elaborate experiments have been 
made by his direction with portable railroad 
bridges. The raflroad troops have been reorgan- 
ized, strengthened, and assigned for practice; op- 
tical signals have been introduced and special de- 
tails of independent chasseurs have been drilled in 
mountain service to serve as supports to neighbor- 
ing forts. 

There is, indeed, scarcely a single department 
which has not experienced the effect of change. 
Though overruled in the matter of the adoption of 
a repeating arm, so that Germany has stolen a march 
upon him ia this particular, BOULANGER bas made 
strenuous efforts to raise the standard of marksman- 
ship by establishing military schools for its practice. 
His untiring energy has had the greatest influence; 
in spite of the introduction of politics and the op- 
position to royalists, or possibly, in consequence of 
it, he has succeeded in reviving the aggrezsive spirit 
of the French Army which bas lain dormant since 
the sdoption of the regulations of 1875. He has in- 
troduced new regulations for the training of cadets 
and reformed the higher military colleges by higher 
qualifications for instructors and more rigid exam- 





jnations not only in scientific studies, but alzo in 
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practical exercises, such as in riding, etc. Strict at- 
tention is given to the riding of officers of the 
General Staff, and officers intended for staff duty 
are detailed to practical military schools, on the 
Eastern frontier, to perfect themselves in equestrian- 
ism. A number of regulations which had become 
ebsolete have been put in force again, such as that 
enjoining officers to the strictest observance of pro- 
fessional secrets, forbidding officers to participate 
in public races, etc. 

On the other hand some vexatious customs bave 
been abolished, such as the prohibition upon the 
wearing of beards aud the exactions concerning 
salutes. Salutes with caps on are still required when 
entering assemblies when the President and other 
high officials are present; but the cap may be re- 
moved, and before eatering other assemblies it may 
be left in the reception room. One of the most 
beneficial reforms is that establishing the ‘ cercle 
militaire” in Paris and military clubs in all garrison 
in order to make officers fraternize and increase the 
esprit du corps. The status of non-commissioned 
officers has been materially improved by daily leaves 
until 1 a. M.; abolition of taps, and requiring men 
to salute them in passing. Barracks have received 
military names, and among other reforms the en- 
listment of new recruits is to be occasion for extra- 
ordinary festivities. The Secretary has given his 
personal attention to the introduction of these re- 
forms, traversing the country from post to post to 
observe their effect, and ordering periodical inspec- 
tions by corps commanders and other general officers. 

Whatever may be thought of Genera! BOULANGER 
or his reforms, it must be admitted that he has ac- 
complished more in restoring the efficiency of the 
French service than any of his predecessors since the 
Franco-Prussian war of 1870-71, and that he enjoys 
a popularity not only in the army, but throughout 
Francs, such as none of them has approached, 
This is the result of energetic administration and 
tact in presenting his reforms in the most favorable 
light. He is certainly an ablo administrator and he 
has had a most remarkable career. When but &8 
years of age he reached the rank of Colonel and 
commanded a Regiment of Infantry, an achieve- 
ment of which few foreigners can boast. He under- 
stood how to make himself conspicuous and care- 
fully avoided the dangerous military ‘‘ reef” of ob- 
livion. In the lower yrades he strove to attract 
attention to himself by changing stations, some- 
times by shrewd withdrawals from notice, and 
again by notorious and even eccentric enterprises; 
and, in the higher grades, he took advantage of 
every opportunity and even made opportunities to 
bring himself into notice. This is exemplified by 
his course in the conflict with the civil authorities 
at Tunis, where, as Commandant of the Army of 
Occupation, he dealt with the questions at issue so 
skilfully as to pave the way to the French Cabinet. 
Having reached this goal of his ambition his first 
act was one which in itself would have been suicidal 
for a Minister of War, but which won for him such 
a following not only in the army but througbout 
France, that he gained a prestige unknown to his 
predecessors. 

Regardless of consistency he immediately declared 
himself the opponent of monarchy and became a 
spirited champion of republican principles. His 
first move was directed against all officers more or 
less prominent as royalists. Officers were trans- 
ferred from his staff and from posts all over the 
country for no other object than to prevent royalist 
officers from living together and to injure their 
professional standing. With this in view he trans- 
ferred Colonel Grits, formerly adjutant of the Duke 
D'AUMALE, from the garrison in the vicinity of the 
Castle belonging to the Count of Paris, to Clermont. 
Then followed the transfer of the entire 9th Cavalry 
brizade (three Regiments of Dragoonsand two Reg’- 
ments of Hussars) from Tours, and because General 
SoHMITZ, commanding the 9th Army Corps to which 
the 9th Cavalry Brigade belonged, did not promptly 
acquiesce in this change, he was immediately 
reheved of his command. Many others were re- 
moved but some evoked such opposition that they 
were reinstated. In view of the tendency to mon- 
archical ideas from intimate association with the 
inhabitants of towns and provinces, BOULANGER 
endeavored to have a law enacted by which one-fourth 





of the entire army should be compelled to change 
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garrisons every year so that no detachment of troops 
should occupy a post for more than four years. 
He advanced every possible argument to justify this 
measure, but the opposition was so strong that he 
was compelled to yield and thus barely saved him- 
self from losing his long sought position as Minister 
of War. Whatever his future fate he has left ap 
impress upon the French army which will not be 
effaced. 


MAGAZINE OR REPEATING ARMS. 


‘* MAGAZINE or Repeating Rifles,” was the subject 
of a lecture delivered before the Royal United Ser- 
vice Institution, Feb. 25, by Captain Water H. 
JaMES, late R. E., who seven years ago, in the same 
place, said ‘‘the future undoubtedly lies with re- 
peating rifles.” Now, as the lecturer showe4, Ger- 
many, which leads in the van of progress, has the 
Magazine Mauser in the hands of five Army Corps, 
and will probably have it in the hands of all her 
troops before the summer. France has had a weap- 
on of a similar but more complicated pattern, the 
Kropats*hek, in the hands of her navy for some 
years, and it is expected that the Lobel-Gras re- 
peater will be adapted for the army. This last carries 
eight cartridges under the barrel, and the new arms 
will have a reduced bore of 0.307 in. Austria has 
definitely adopted the Mannlicher, which is an ob- 
vious plagiarism upon the old style Lee. England 
has the Lee Remington under trial, and will prob- 
ably adopt it. Of it. Captain James said: ‘‘ This 
arm ‘ppears very superior to the Mauser; like that 
rifle and the French Kropatschek its calibre is 
0.483 in. In Italy, it has been determined to alter 
the Vetterli bolt-gun system known as the Vitali. 
A magazine is fixed under the shoe, in front of the 
trigger guard, into which four cartridges packed in 
a card-board box are pushed from above. This is 
avowedly only a temporary expedient, pending the 
introduction of an imoroved weapon; the alzeration 
costs a very small sum. Like the Mannlicher this 
rifle cannot be used as asingle-loader. Switzer- 
land has for some years past had the Vetterli mag- 
azine rifle, with a rather complicated action, some- 
what on the Winchester principle; the magazine 
under the barrel holds eleven rim-fire cartridges; 
the arm is very heavy, weighing 10 lb. 80z. Rus- 
sia has introduced the Evans rifle into her navy, 
which carries the very large number of thirty-five 
cartridges in a magazine in the butt, but is not 
likely to be adopted in the army. Pending the 
intr>duction of a new arm, it is stated that a form 
of attachable magazine has been devised for the 
Berdans, which can be fixed to that rifle in less than 
ten minutes. Sweden has for some time had the 
Jarman magazine rifle, having a tube under the 
barrel holding eight cartridges. Portugal has re- 
cently adopted the Gnédes rifle, distinguished from 
all the others mentioned by a small bore, 0.323 in., 
and high initial velocity. The magazine and 
breech action are the same as in the Kropatschek.” 

The lecturer favored smaller calibres. He sug- 
gested a bore 0.32 in., with a bullet of 336 grains, 
and a powder charge of 90 to i00 grains as a desir- 
able combination. Also a lead bullet covered witha 
thin shell of harder metal—copper or steel—as pre- 
ferable to lead alone. 
by Lient.-Colonel B»pE in Germany and by Major 
Rousin and Professor HEBLER in Switzerland, it is 
claimed that this projectile does not lead the 
grooves, as is likely to be the case with a long soft 
projectile driven at a high speed ; nor does it wear 
the rifling, as would a bullet of hardened metal, the 
thin steel or copper coating being pressed into the 
lead of the bullet. Steel is ccnsidered preferable, 
and a Hebler rifle has fired 1,500 rounds with steel- 
eoated bullets without the least sign of wearing the 
rifling. The steel envelope polishes out the bore 
every time, and removes fouling, so that no lubri- 
cator is required. 

In the discussion following the reading of the 
paper, Major General Bray said of the two rifles 
which have been chosen for trial in England: ‘‘The 
Remington-Les is a most splendid weapon, and it 
has the magazine underneath. It contains ten car- 
tridges, has a beautiful barrel, and is a most perfect 
weapon, and has, moreover, the additional advan- 
tage that the captain of the company is able to con 
trol the magazine fire, which is a most important 
point.” The Burton-Lee has the enormous disad- 
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vantage of putting the magazine on the side of 
rifle though the closed bolt action he thought a 
great advantage. Mr. Frepx. Lowe explained that 
the former prejudice against bolt guns was due to 
an injury received from one of the primitive models 
twenty years ago, by a member of the House of 
Peers serving on a Small Arms Comm’ttee, and an 
accident five or six years later to a well-known shot 
at Wimbledon. The speial feature of the Lee re 
movable magazine, Colonel LonsDALE HA.z, R. E., 
especially commended as affording the only means 
of controlling the fire of the soldier. Ad viral HENRY 
Boys thought that the navy required a repeating 
rifle even more than the army. It is an absolute 
necessity to the navy in these days of torpedo-boats, 
when only a few seconds are allowed for action. 








On June 10, 1801, Secretary of War Henry DEAR- 
BORN directed that ‘‘a gun not exceeding a six- 
pounder should be fired daily at reveille beating, 
immediately after break of day, after which no offi- 
cer or soldier should remain in bed.” On July 23, 
1867, General Grant, then commanding the Army, 
directed that at ‘* every military post supplied with 
the proper ordnance and ammunition, a morning 
and evening gun will, in time of peace, be fired 
daily at reveille and retreat. Six-pounder guns, and 
inferior blank cartridges or powder when on hand, 
will be used for this purpose.” This time honored 
custom, Lowever, received a knockdown blow last 
week in General Orders 24, of March 15, which 
directs a discontinuance of ‘‘ the practice of firing a 
morning and evening gun until further orders, ex- 
cept at West Point and Forts Monroe and Leaven- 
worth, in consequence of the supply of powder re- 
maining at the close of the War of the Rebellion 
which has been used for this purpose having become 
exhausted, and the Ordnance Department being 
wi.hout funds for the purchase of the powder re- 
quired.” The last order has formed the bas’s for 
an amount of facetiousness among our contem- 
poraries of the daily press, calculated to dim the 
laurels of MARK TWAIN or any other professional 
humorist. We trust, for many reasons, that the 
temporary suspension of this dignified and at many 
points, extremely useful, custom, will be short, and 
that soon the Ordnance Department will find itself 
‘in possession of funds available for the purpose.” 
Still, the bugle and drum are yet with us, and in 
the opinion of many garrison inmates, make suffici- 
ent noise for all practical put poses. 








Unper head of General ‘Court martial Cases” 
we publish this week the result of the trial of Ser- 
geant Connor, Oo. F, 24th Inf., for allowing him- 
self and escort to be disarmed by train robbers while 
en route from Fort Ellott, Texas, and of Sergeant 
Rosk, same company and regiment, for permitting a 
meeting in the company barracks to denounce Ser- 
geant Connor's act, etc., in violation of par. 5, 
Army Regulations, 1881. 








WE have received several sugzestions with refe- 
rence to the issue of circulars by claim agents 
inviting officers of the Army to confidential inter- 
course with reference to cashing heir adviince pay 
accounts. Their autbors may perbaps be unaware 
of the fact that they are inviling their correspond- 
ents to direct violations of the orders of the War 
Department to which severe penalties are attached. 
But officers certainly understand this and the rem- 
edy is in their own hands. 








THE English are much troubled by the question 
as to how they areto provide remonants for their 
cavalry. ln Parliament recently Lord Ribblesdale 
pointed out, as Doctor Fleming had done before 
him, that when war was apprehended a few years 
ago, and officers were sent in every direction to buy 
troop-horses, they could only get seventeen hundred 
together 1n seventeen weeks. At this rate it would 
have taken them rather more than three years to 
eollect enough horses for two properly-equipped 
army corps. Recent experiments iu the importa- 
tion of Canadian animals have not been very en- 
couraging.

Ir is proposed to ask anthority from the New 
York Legislature to make the Superintendent of 
New York police. Colonel; the Inspectors in order 
of seniority. respectively, Lieutenant-Colonel, Ma- 
jor, and Adjutant. The Captains are to retain their 
present rank, the Sergeants to becalled Lieutenants, 
the roundsmen corporals, and the patrolmen pri- 
vates. A roundsman now wears the corporal’s 
chevrons, and his duties correspond to those of a 
corporal in the Army. Should the change be made 
shoulder straps will take the place of shields on uni- 
forms. The shields wil! be worv merely to show au- 
thority when in citizen’s clothes. Why not call them 
Doctors, Judges, or something else indicative of a 
profession they do not belong to? 


A REPORT was in circulation among naval officer s 
this week to the effect that about 3,090 tons of steel, 
turned out by manufacturers fo. the Charleston. 
Baltimore and gunboats Nos. 1 and 2, had been re- 
jected. Commander Evans says that while a quan- 
tity of the steel has been rejected, the amount 4oes 
not reach 3,000 tons. Steel has been accepted from 
every one of the firms furnishing it. The papers of 
the Evans board, however, show that steel has only 
been accepted from the Penusylvania Steel Com- 
pany of Steelton. Six hundred and fifty tons of 
metal has been accepted from that company, or 
about 75 per cent. of all that has been offered bv it, 








THERE seems to be something in the climate of 
the Nile region which developes stupidity. Last 
summer, General Parr, oue of the commanders of 
the British army of occupation, decided that he had 
use for the map room in the vitadel at Cairo. He 
therefore instructed Major Mantel] of the British 
Army to ciear out the room, and told him toim- 
prove the oppor'unity to “destroy all useless docu- 
ments and papers.’”” Thereupon he proceeded to 
destroy nearly all of the large collection of maps in 
the possession of the Ezyptian Government relating 
to the geography of the Egyptian Soudan. These 
collections had been accumulaiing eve. since Me- 
hemet Ali conquered Khartoum. They included 
maps, plans, aud military archives relating to the 
immense regions extending up the Nile Valley to 
the great lakes and from the Red Sea to Fl Obeid 
and E) Fasher. 





THE Secretary of War has decided to postpone 
action in the promotion case of Second Lieutenant 
John F. McBlain, 9th Cavalry, whose nomination 
was left over from last session. until the Senate con- 
venes again. The vacant first lieutenancy of his 
regiment will, therefore, remain uofilled until that 
time, unless another vacancy should occur in the 
meantime, when it would, probably, be found neces- 
sary to aguin overslaugh McBluin.

THREE years ago when the “Cross of Honor” was adopted 
asa badge of faithful service in the most famous American 
militar? © nization, many peopie thought that it would 
not fulfill its purpose. When the firat distribution took 
place, Fe poe from Maine to Culitornia, from the Lakes 
to the Gulf 1n civil life and in the Army, Navy and Nati nal 
Guard responded to the call, and all were equally proud of 
the decoration. The eayerness wit: which the cross was 
sought and the satisfaction and pride of its wearers in exhib- 
itiug it, was the best proof that its adoption was the proper 
thing. All men who have been, or ave serving in its ranks, 
are proud of baving received tneir first lessons in military 
training in the 7th New York. 
> Of course two years ago the great bulk of those who had 
achieved fame in the military profession during scores of 
years of the existence of the reziment prescnted them- 
selves as candidates for the much-prized honor. As years 

on the older element is not represented at the presen- 
tations, and enly those of the preseut generation, whoin the 
ordinary course of time become entitled, come forward at 
the call to receive the decoration. Therefore the number 
of those who step to the front now is compar. tively small, 
but they are anxious to receive the m: jal, and the

NEARING A SOLUTION. 


THE Brooklyn Eagle of March 18 bas some comments upon 
affairs in the 13th Regiment, of that citv, which are so much 
in the line of what has been said here from the first that we 
reproduce them in full: 

* Anotner step has been taken in the determination of the 
troubles which have agitated the 13th Reziment since Sep- 
tember last. The second of the courts-martial ordered by 
the Commander-in-Chief, at the instance of Col. Edward 
Fackner, has reudered its decision, and the findings and sea- 
tence of the court are sustained by the military authorities 
of the State to the extent of deereeing that Lieutenant 
Benedict, the officer last tried, shall be deprived of his com- 
mission by the summary process of cashiering. This deci- 
sion is tantamount to a dishonorable discharge from the 
service; but the reviewing authority finds certain extenu- 
ating circumstances, in the shape of unproved charges and 
specifications not sustained in law, which leads him to set 
aside the extreme sentence of the court and relieve the con- 
victed officer of the penalty of being forever incapacitated 
from holding a military commission. The case of Lieutenant 
Benedict waz in some respectsa peculiar one. By his own 
testimony, as presented in bar to the proveedi 
court, it appears that he had some time previously resigned 
bis commission. His discharge was withhe)4 at big own re- 

uest ard he continued to do duty as an officer of the Jath 
Regiment aud the National Guari. Two ébarges were pre | 








ferred against him, one of conduct to the prejudice of good 
order and miltary discipline, the other of unmilitary and 
unofficerlike conduct, upon both of which he was fourd 
guilty by the court. The former was held not to have been 
sustained, the finding in the latter was upheld and the 
milder form of punishment approved bs the Commander- 
in Chief. The opinion of the Judge-Advoocate General, pro- 
mulgated by the Adjutant-General in official form as the 
conclusion of the Governor, bears evidence of serious and 
deliberate consideration. It further disclosesa dete mina- 
tion on the part of the responsible heads of the uniformed 
militia of the State to enforce discipline in the National 
Guard without regard to individuals and with regard solely 
to the vital interests of the service at =e. To the unpre- 
judiced observer it has all along been evident that ther was 
really no occasion for the rebellious outbreak which has tar- 
nished the reputation of the Thirteenth as a duty-doing 
organization of citizen soldiery and leit an enduring blot 
upon the fair fame of the “ Mother of Regiments” in 
Brooklyn. For the individuals who have laid themselves 
liable, by their own acts, to the infliction of punitive justice 
at the hands of the military authorities of the State there 
will be but scant public sympathy. Meibers of a militia 
organizatioa who cannot curb their personal prejudices to 
the extent of complying with their sworn obligations to 
support their legally constituted superiors are better out of 
the National Guard than init. The fate of asingle person 
is not likely to affect the future of the 13th Regiment. It is 
a significant indication of the stability of that historic 
organization that recruits are steadily rallying to its stand- 
ards under the present management, and that the wholesale 
withdrawals from the ranks—which were predicted a few 
months back—have not taken place, the discharges which 
have been granted since September last having been con- 
fined exclusively to ‘deadwood ’ or members of the regiment 
who had outlived their usefulness.”

Lieut. C. 8. Cleaver, which traasfe the four troops of 
the organization to the 2d Infantry, and will be knowa 
hereafter as Cos. I, K, L and M, of Col. Wheeler's command. 

It ia believed that the Adjt.-Geueral had contemplated this 
change over oine months agy, partly on account of the dis 
cordant feeling in the cavalry, and paciy trom the fact 
that under the present military code of Lilinois, cavairy cau- 
not be made an efiicient arm of the Service. There is no pro-

MASSACHUSETTS MILITIA. 


Tu committee of militia officers appointed for that pur- 
se have submitted to the Legislature a codification of the 
assachusetts militia law with suggestion forchanges. Chief 
of these are propositions for an increase ot the force; allowing 
for Office expenses of keadquarters; allowing the loan of 
camp equipage to the G. A. Republic and refusing it to 
schools; making a permanent detail for the color sergeant, 
eneral guides, etc.; adding an overcoat to the uniform ; lim- 
ting the authority of the sheriif, mayor, or selectmen in or- 
come out troops incase of riot to within their juris- 
diction. 

Sec. 63 provides that “an offiser may be discharged by or- 
der of the commander-in-chief, upon either an address of 
both houses of the Legislature, for cause, shown aftera full 
and impartial bearing before the commander-in-chief or 
judge advocate-general, upon the request of the permanent 
commander of any brigade, regiment, corps of cadets, bat- 
talion or company, the re of a ccurt of inquiry or the 
sentence of a court-ma ” This section, if passed, will do 
away ina t measure with courts of inquiry and courts- 
ma . The old law alloweé an man to wake an 
application for his own d ; in the new law, sec. 68, 
this permission is dropped. 

Sec. 106 states that the militia “shall parade for drill one 
day im cack year, at suek time and place as the eommander- .

in-chief may designate.” The old law required these drillS 
to be held in the months of May. June, September or October 
. 128 proviaes for the pay and allowances of officers and 
men travelling on duty, and further provides that ** Co 
and battalion commanders may visit the companies in their 
cemmand six times each year: lieutenapnt-colonels and ma- 
jors, such companies as they are ordered to visit by 
mental or battahen commanders, six times each year; in- 
spectors of rifie practice may visit the companies in their 
respective orgavizations six times each Ne 

Sec. 162 is changed to read: “And the word‘company * 
shall include battery, sigoal, and ambulance corps." 
last two organizations named are an addition to the old law, 

A manual of guard duty has been issued to each man of 
the militia. It also centains instructions regarding the rank 
of officers and how they are to be distinguished, accompanied 
with numerous drawings. 

The new armory of Battery A, Massachusetts Militia, on 
West Newton 8t., nm, was dedicated on Tuesday even- 
ing, March 15, ia the presence of a distinguished company 
of military guests. The armory is a brick structure, one 
story in height, running through from street to street. T 
armory was built by the trustees of St. Mark's Episco 
Church, which stood on its site, aud is leased by the city 
five years. 





MIL(TARY DEPARTMENT MICHIGAN. 


G. O. No. 10, A. G. O., Lansing, March 21. 


Tt has become the solemn and painful duty of the Com- 
mander-in-chief to make official announcement of the death 
of Brig. Gen. John Robertson, who quietly passed away, in 
the fullness of years and good works, at Detroit on March 
19, at 8.30 o'clock. In profound serrow we bow in rever- 
ence to the will of the Supreme Being. 

Gen. Robertson's invaluable services and devotion to the 
State and tbe Union since 1861, and especially during the 
Civil War, his faithful and systematie management of bis 
department. bis genial good nature and companionable man- 
ners will ever be remembered by the people and soldiery of 
Michigan. To his care, fidelity and ability, Michigan is in- 
debted in a large measure, not only for the present high sta- 
tus of ite military forces, butalso for the reputation she 
achieved during the late war, in which he endeared bimself 
to the soldiers from this State. 

Gen. Robertson was born in Portsoy, Banffshire, Scotiand, 
Jan. 2, 1814, coming to this country in 1833. His education 
lad been shaped for a professional life, but bis love for mili- 
tary service being predominant he at once en the Reg- 
lar Army of the United States, serviag therein six years. Ho 
settled in Detroit in 1840,and has been identified with the 
State troops for about 35 years. He received his first com- 
mission frem Gov. Bingbam, as a lieutenant in the Detroit 
Light Guard, in November, i855. In the spring ot 1861, civil 
wer being inevitable, Gov. Austin Blairsclected him for his 
adjutant general, bis commission dating March 15, in which 
position has been continued for 2} consecutive years. As 
an appropriate and deserved tribute to his memory, the offi- 
cers of the Michigan State Troops will wear the prescribed 
badge of mourning, and drape their colors, when on parade, 
for 0days. The Governor with hisstaff, in uniform, willat- 
tend the funeral, which will take place in Detroiton Tues- 
day, March 22. at 3 o'clock p.m.

ROBURITE THE NEW EXPLOSIVE. 


TuHE discovery of anew explosive by the German 
chemist, Dr. Root, at Berlin, 1s aneourced in the 
Paris Figaro, which gives the following detuls: The 
roburite, aa the new explosive has beev called, has 
beep in use for several years in the coal mines near 
Dortmund with the moat satisfactory results. The 
only reuson why it bas not been adopted for general 
use 1p the miues is that it is too expensive, and that 
it is spoiled by any moisture. The roburite bas just 
been introduced into the German Army. and the 
military authorities hope to avoid the latter incon- 
venience by a new system of packing, invented b 
an artillery Lieutenant at Spandau. With rega 
to its price, reductions will made with the in- 
erease in the manufacture of the explosive. The 
fact that roburite explodes neither from friction por 
from sudden sbock will greatly facilitate its trans- 

ort. The effevts why ae by an explosion of ro- 

uriteare said to be marvellous, and, though the 
statement that one discharge of it will remove 
mouutains is exaggerated, the ravagos caused by it 
are stuted by eye-witnesses to be terrible. 











THE HOPE GUN. 


Tas Londou Daily Chronicle gives an interesting 
description of a new guo which Col. Hope is havin 
constructed, and which will soon be ready for tria}. 
The gun is 10 ft. long; the calibre will be at first 2 
in., taking a 6 1b. shell, and will be increased. to 244 
in., which will permit the use of a 12 1b. shell. .The 
chamber will be at first 4544 in. long, but subse- 
quently 53 in.; and the actual bore, at firat 40 in. in 
length, will be 424 in. Thediameter of the powder 
caamber will be 3 1-10 in. at the breech and 24.10 
in. at the bass of the shot. This will bave an ogival 
head. like a Palliser shell, but it will bear en the 
btdre for only about one-third ofiis length, and the 
tail will taper off neurly toa point, or rather to the 
screw fuse. The shel], which will be of forged steel, 
will have ribs on it to take the rifling, which will be 
only about a quarter turn io the length of the bore. 
By a process that is as yet a secret, the metal of the 
gun is denser around the bore than at the exterior, 
and this is expected to have @ creat effect on the en- 
durance of the weapon. The cartridge case will be 
ofa special metal, well screwed into a steel base. 
Throughout its length will run a tube pierced with 
a number of holes. Iu this tube will be several 
ounces of rapid-buruing rifie-grain pewder, which 
will convey the ignition as nearly as possib.e simul- 
taneously to the gun charge. Thecbarge of theinner 
or firing tube will have sullicient energy of its own 
to slightly move tke progectiie, and thus the gim 
Charge will, iu the equal expansion of its gases, not 
meet with a dead weight of shor at the moment 
when its forces are the greatest, und the expansion 
will, by following the shot, take the line of least re« 
sistance, se chat the danger of bursting the piece 
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will be reduced toa minimum. Its calculated that 
the muzzle velocity to be develc ped will] be 4,500 ft. 
per eeccnd, a8 apsinst 1,355 ft. of the 18 pounder 
Armstrong gun, J,595 ft. of the 138 pounder 8 cwt. 
gun. 1,898 ft. of the 9-_pounder of 6 cwt., 1,700 ft. of 
the breec b-louding 12. pounder of 6 cwt., 1,320 ft. of 
the 25 pounder siege gun, and 1.28 ft. of the 64- 

upder. This velocity would yzive an exceedingly 
ow trajectory und great accuracy at a long range, 
with a penetrative force far in excess of that of tbe 
guns Cow ip the services. It is probable that the 
pattern gun will be — proof about Easter; 
and it wi'l wbep proven be passed over for trial to 
the care of the officers of the Ordnance Department 
of the Royal Nuvy.
